Justice Frank Murphy 
Dies of Heart Attack 


DETROIT, (AP)—Justice Frank Murphy of the United 
States Supreme Court died here today of a heart attack. He 


was 59, 


The jurist, appointed to the high tribunal in 1940, had 
been ill in Henry Ford hospital for about a week. His condi- 


tion had not been considered 

Murphy’s court service was 
marked by numerous dissenting 
opinions in the liberal tradition. 
A religious man, he had a devcut 
faith in democracy and saw in 
each decision another step in 
bringing his creed into practice. 

He began his public career as 
a judge in Detroit. National 


prominence came when President ! 


Franklin D. Roosevelt appointed 
him governor-general of the Phil- 
ippines in 1933. He rose rapidly. 
He became the first Philippine 
high commissioner, Demccratic 
governor of Michigan, United 
States attorney general and fi- 
nally Supreme Court justice. 

Throughout his brilliant career, 
Murphy remained a bachelor.

This last-minute maneuver is 
expected to close the ranks of 
the loosely-held opposition and of- 
fer the greatest threat to the

Senator Taft (R.-Ohio) and 
Senator Watkins (R-Utah) agreed 
on a revised reservation which 
will be put to a vote Thursday. 

New Clause 

It says: ‘Nothing contained in 
Article Three (of the treaty) 
creates a legal or moral obliga- 


tion on the part of the United 
States to furnish arms, arma- 
ments, military, naval or air 


equipment or supplies to any other 
party or parties to said treaty.” 

Two other Repubdiican senators 
—Ives and Dulles of New York— 
made public a telegraphed plea 
from Henry L. Stimson, an “elder 
statesman” of their party, that 
the senate keep the pact from be- 
in “befogged by reservations”. 

“If this treaty is beaten, or if 
its great meaning is befogged by 
reservations seeming to proceed 
from fear, we shall not soon be 
able to repair the damage,” Stim- 
son said. 

Tatt, Watkins and Senator 
Wherry of Nebraska, Republican 
floor leader, went into a huddle 
Which evolved the new approach 
to the arms problem. 

Wherry has a reservation of his 
own before the senate but it is 
reported he will support the re- 
vised Watkins resolution. By

Crusade for Peace 


Truman Tells Nation That Reds Must 
Abandon Attempt to Force Pattern 


CHICAGO, (AP)—President Truman said today that “ten- 
sions and conflicts appear to be increasing” in areas controlled 
by Communist tyranny. He said he is optimistic the world 
may yet be organized for peace without war. 

Communism may have “temporary triumphs,” Mr. Tru- 


man said, “but in the long run it 
must either destroy itself or aban- 
don its attempt to force other 
nations into its pattern.” 

Mr. Truman flew here to ad- 
dress the Diamond Jubilee Shrine 
convocation, and made it-an oc- 


casion for a major speech on 
foreign policy. 

He pledged this nation to con- 
tinue its “great crusade for 
peace” with action along two 
lines: 

1. Maintaining a strong and 


stable American economy “as the 
primary source of strength of free 
world’. He said: ‘‘We must make 
all our plans, private and public, 
in such a way as to give us more 
jobs and more output’’. 

2. Take steps to “insure that 
the hard-won economic recovery 
of other free nations does not re- 
vert to stagnation and despair’. 

“One of the most foolish things 
we could do right now,” Mr. Tru- 
man said, “would be to slash our 
appropriations for European re- 
covery.. If we did that, we would 
be deliberately throwing away 
gains for peace and freedom that 
we have painfully made. Only 
the Communists would profit if 
we took such a_ short-sighted 
course.’” 

Ignores Russia 

Mr. Truman’s’ address was 
broadcast by major networks and 
was short-waved around the 
world. 

Not once in his prepared text 
did he mention Russia by name. 
But he filled it with repeated clear 
references to the men in the 
Kremlin. 

On the possibility of war, the 
President said: 

“Some people would have us 
believe that war is inevitable be- 
tween the nations which are de- 
voted to cir concept of imterna- 
tional organization and thé Con- 
cept which now bears the name of 


Communism. This is not the case.
